Why have tbe poles never beon reached? 

For the simple reason that no poles oxist, 
in tho soneo usually understood. Tho term | 
‘the pole” ia uaed throughout Professor 
Roed’s work, however, for convenience 
aake, as covoring the farthest point from 
the Equator, eo tong sought for by divera 
explorers, 

The pole is an imaginary epot in the air 
in tho con’ re of tho hole opening into the 
interior of the oarth, The hole may he 
assumed 10 be 1,000 milesio diameter at 


the north, bocauso tho explorers have been ‘the Crown Leano thereof at tho yoarly rent 


within 604 miles of the pole{a that direc 
tion, and it may be nasaumed to be 2,500 
miles wide at tho south, because explorers 
havo never been able to gr voarer than 750 
rnilys of jt there, 

Why does the sun not appear for no long’ 
atime in Wiater noax the exposed poles?! 

Becauve during the Winterthe aunatrik @ 
the carth obliqasly nosr tho poles Ae the 
nplar oxplerer passes round the curve into |; 
the interior of theaxrth, he workan long way 
in bonoe the san ahines over him ; and doos 
not ahow again anvil it at-ikes that part of 
the carth more squaroly and shincs down 
inte the hollow. 

Professur Reod calculates that the curva 
ifthe earth whoro the opening into the 
interior begina, ia about * 0 dogrees of north 
Jatitude and tho observations of all the 
polar oxplorera tend to confirm this. Tt is 
in this region thet the phenomenon of tho 
long night is observed. Nansen waa con- 
fuged by it,’ In volume 1, psgo 375, of 
Nangen's "Farthest North,’ he says: 
“‘Sploadid wind, with velodty of thirteen 
to ninoteen feet per second ; wo are going 
north at o great rate. Tho red glowing 
twili ht is now so bright sbout midday that 
if wo wera in more southern Intitudes wo 
should expect to sea the sun tise bright and 
glorious above the horizon in a fow minutes;
